Our Fe ee eae and advertised for 
a sidewalk roller, and just in case you might 
think we have gone modern and started buying 
machinery for sidewalks you're wrong. We had 
machinery for sidewalks back before World Wer I 
and what's more, we had sidewalks. 

We had sidewalks on Main Street from Eames 
Street to Glen Road, and along Lowell Street, 
and on Woburn Street, from Perry's corner north 
some distance, and along Church Street and Mid- 
dlesex Avenue. And we had sidewalks on Burling- 
ton Avenue to Boutwell Street, and on Clark St. 
and on Thurston Avenue, if our memory serves us 
rightly. And on High Street in North Wilmington 
there was a very fine sidewalk. Perhaps there 
| were some more that we don't remember right now 

Bill Mack (MacIntosh) was the Highway Com- 

missioner in those days. He left, about the end 

| of World War I to take a job in Danvers as High 

| way Commissioner at the stupendous salary of 

} $3000 a year. It was a good job, and he stayed 

{ there for 7-8 years, until he made the mistake 

of backing a politician who was running for 

Selectman. His politician didn't get elected 
and Bill Mack was out of a job. 

Bill Mack, or maybe his predecessor, Bill 
Hen ( William Henry Carter Two, he who took off 
his hat at Mrs Hiller's funeral), had had gran-| 
ite dust spread on the sidewalks, all over Wil-| 
mington, and they were a thing of beauty, es-! 
pecially on Memorial Day and the Fourth of July} 
when people used to spruce up real special. 

But as we said, we had machinery for side- 
walks, to wit, three sidewalk snowplows.

We could make the southern area into a nice 
industrial park, with a little imagination. We 
can offer everything - much more than many 
other places can offer. 

With such a road there would be no hinter- 
land, the trucks would not have to use Woburn 
Street in its residential areas, and we think 
that many firms, instead of just looking, would 
stay.

REMEDIAL READING CLASSES 
WELL ATTENDED 

The Wilmington Public School 
Summer Remedial Reading class 
has had a very good response 
this year, with 156 children 
participating. 

Progress is very good, Miss 
Mary E. T. Boutilier, Director 
of the Summer School reports. 

The class was first esta- 
blished last summer to aid pu- 
pils who have difficulty in 
their reading program, a dif- 
ficulty that has often hin- 
dered pupils in other classes, 
but which, contrary to public 
belief, has nothing to do with 
the intelligence of the child. 

Last year’s class was for 
children in the 4th, 5th and 
6th grades who were 6 months 
or more behind, in the reading 
program. This year the class 
has been extended to third 
graders, 

Classes are being held in the 
Wildwood, Glen Road, and High 
School districts, with study 
hours from 8:30 to 10 am and 
10:15 to 11:45 am, 

The accelerated program for 
the pupils shows gains of from 
3 months to 2 years for read- 
ing skills, and progress is 
noted daily among the pupils. 

One clinical speech case and 
two hard of hearing cases are 
included in the enrollment. 

Stress is laid on attendance, 
with the pupils being required 
to attend 90% of the classes, 
Phonetics and all reading 
skills are being emphasized. 

The classes started on June 
27th., and will end on August 
5th.

Then 
went to Boulder, Colo. to see 
the University of Colorado. It 
has a beautiful campus with 
the mountains all about. 

It was well that we had new 
brakes on the trailer when we 
went over Berthod Pass, Terri- 
fic mountain scenery, steep 
grades, hair-pin turns and

Then across Idaho thru Pacot- 
ello and Boise, Potatoe fields 
very much in evidence, much as 
we would see in Aroostock 
County, in Maine, We were tra- 
veling about 500 miles a day 
so did not stop for any long 
conversations.
